Regarding claim(s) 1, 4, 7 and 10, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
specifically teach registering a terminal to an issued common sen/ice number by a 
phone number management terminal, which sends a confirmation of the registration to 
the registration unit. This registration of a terminal differs from the registration of a user 
for a service as taught by Matthews's prior art. Furthermore the prior art fails to teach a 
two modes for delivering the message left by a registered terminal: first mode, sending 
the message directly to the other registered terminal and the second mode, storing the 
message in the message management unit and sending a message notification to the 
other registered terminal.
